pe Lafiya he is much affected with the ftate of others: Good Abrs- 
ham could not reſt in his bed that night, for thinking of poor Sodom. , 
Gen. 19. 27. as Luther obferveth. But eſpecially he is affected with the 
well-fare, or ill-fare of the Churches ; as being himfelf of a pablick, that 
is, of a noble ipirit; and as a living member of Chriſts my ſtical Body, 
he feels swinges, whenſoever others are hart in the leaft. See this in 
Daniel, Nehemiah, EXra, but efpecially in Paul, upon whom lay the 
170 care and cumber of all be Churches: it came upon him asan armed man, 
Scar crate and gave him no reft or reſpite. Cyprians Cum fingulis pects meum copulo, 
is well kaown. And of Calvin it is recorded in his life, by Beza, that 
he was no other wiſe affected toward the Churches, though far remote, 
chen if he had born them on his own ſhoulders. This is a fure Note of 
a Father. Indeed Babes and young men are ſo cumbred with their own 
corruptions, have ſo much work of their own to do within doors, that 
they have little leifure, or lift, to look abroad: Neither are they there 
: fore fo much affected wich other mens conditions. | 
« Jungatepi- To peak, a little, of thoſe two alſo, in their order, And firt of the 
eae young man in Chrift: Where let it be, I befeech you, no trouble or offence 
Juginm n of heart, ( ſingultus cordis fome render it, i Sam. 25. 31.) to You (Noble 
chatane Colonel, together with your * elec? or choice Lady) to be fet among the 
quos (hifi. fecond fort of good Chriftians : though 1 muĝ needs fay , for your 
deer ame very eximious and exemplary Piety and Prudence, you may well claim 
nee place in the upper form of this lower world.

God will recompence your loſſes (ſaith that thrice noble 
Lord Brook, who loſt his precious lite in this late unhappy wars at Litchfield) 
as the King of Poland did his noble fervant Zeliſtau; having loft his hand in 
his wars, hee fent him a golden hand. Caius ( Agrippa having ſuffered impri- 
ſonment for wifhing him Emperor) when hee came afterwards to the Empire, 
the firſt thing hee did was to prefer Agrippa, and gave hima cham of gold; as 
heavy asthe chain of iron that was upon him in Prifon. Thofe thar lofe any

Hercupon their inward thought is, that their houfes fhall continue for ever, &c. 
they call their Lands after their own names (as Cain called his new built 
City after the name of his fon Henoch, Gen. S. 4.) This their way is their folly, 
oris their conflant hope (for the word ſignifies both) and their Poſterity ap- 
prove their ſayings, and vote the fame Way, Pſal. 49. 11, 13. But together with 
their lands, they bequeath their children their fins and punifhments , which is 
far worſe than that legacy of Leprofie that Joab left his iffue, 2 Sam. 3. 29. Con- 
fer Job 2916,17. Iſa. 61. 5.

David would not once crofs his Ab ſolom, and his Adonijah, 
and hee was therefore ſingularly croft in them ere hee dyed. The like befell old 
Andronicus the Greek, Emperour , in his unhappy Nephew of the fame name; 
and Muleaſſes King of Tanes, in his fon Amida, whom hee cockered fo long, 
till Abfolom-like hee role againſt his father; and poſſefſing himſelf of the King- 
dome, put out his father and brethrens eyes, flew his Captains, polluted his 
Wives, and took the Caftle of Taxes.

Either a 
good heart, or a goed halter for your ſelf, and yours. The condemned perfori 
comes out of a dark prifon , and goes to the place of Execution; fo do chil- 
dren left to themſelves, and not nurtured, come from the womb their prifon 
to the fire of hell their execution. Severit as tamen non ſit tetra, ſed tetrica: 
Corrections mutt bee wiſely and moderately difpenfed. Parents provoke not jour 
children to wrath, left they bee difpirited, and, through deſpondency, grow def- 
perate, or heartleſs. Qur Henry a. firſt crowned hiseldeft fon Henry whilft hee 
was yet alive, and theh fo curbed him, that, through difcontenr, hee fell into a 
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Feaver, whereof hee dyed beforc᷑ his Father. A Prince of excellent parts, w hO Daniels hift, 


was at firſt caft away by his Fathers indulgence ; and afterwards by his 
rigour. l .

31. as the 
Edowites, Ammonites, Philiſtims, and other of Sioxscnemics, Lam. 1. were, 
How bitterly did the Jews infult over our Saviour, when they had nailed him 
to the Creſſe? And in like fore they ſerved many of the Martyrs, worrying 
them when they were down, as Dogs do other Creatures: and fheoting fharp 
arrows at them, when they had ſet them up for marks of their malice and 
mifchicf. Herein they deal like barbaroufly with the Saints, asthe Turks did 
with one Johs de Chabes a Frenchman, at the taking of Tripolis in Barbary, 
They cut off his hands and nofe, and then when they had put him quick into 
the ground to the wafte, they for their pleafure ſhot at him with their arrows, 
and afterwards cut his throat.

This Divinity they may ſeem to have drawn out of Plat-; who, 
in his third Dialogue of the Common- wealth, faith, that if it bee lawful for 
any one to lye, it may bee lawful doubtleſs for Princes and Governours , that 


aim therein at the Weal-publike. But God by the mouth of his Servant and E 


Secretary Solomon here, aſſures us it is otherwife. . 

Verl. 8. A gift is as a precious ſtone, & c.] Heb, Asa ſtoue of grace. Like that 
precious {tone Pant arbe, {poken of in Philoſtrat us, that hath a marvellous con- 
ciliating property; or the wonder- working Loadſtone, that among other 
ſtrange effects reckoned up by Marbodeus and Pictorins, doth poſſeſſores fuos di- 
fertes & Principibus gratos reddere, make thoſe that have it,well-{poken men, 
and well accepted of Princes. 

Whitherfoever it turxeth, it proſperet h] Moft men are Aweógayos, and love 
with hame , Give yee. Let ſome Perfian-like ſpirits there are (as hath been 
made good before by the examples of Lather, Galeabrins, and fome others) 
that regard not ſilver, and as for gold (in ſuch a way) they have no delight in 
it, Iſa.

But hec t hat repeateth a matter, ſeparateth very friends J’ Hee that is fo ſoft 

and fenfible of ſmalleſt offences, fo tender and ticklifh that hee can put up no- 
thing without revenge, or reparation: Hee that rips up and rakes into his friends 
frailties, and makes them more in the relating, having never done with them , 
hee fhall foon make his beft friends weary of him, nay, to become enemies to 
him.

How to gain-ftand and 
miſchieve thoſe that by words or ſtripes, ſeek to reclaim him: Some read it 
thus, The rebellions ſecketh mifchief only, hee is ſet upon fin, hee ſhall bee fure of 
punifhment. No warnings will ferve obdurate hearts; wicked men are even 
ambitious of deſtruction: Judgements need not go to finde them out, they 
run to meet their bane, they ſeek it, and as it were fend for it.

Such another was that mercileſs Minerin, 
one of the Popes Captains, who deftroyed two and twenty Towns of the in- 
nocent Merindelians in France, together with the inhabitants; and being in- 
treated for fome few of them that efcaped in their fhirts to cover their naked- 
neſs, hee fternly anfwered, that hee knew what hee had todo, and that not 
one of them fhould eſcape his hands, but hee would fend them to hell to dwell 
among Da, í A l

Auncer rote 
a bock againſt him (dedicating it to the illuftrious Prince Chrift) and rails at 
him, as one that Wanted the Spirit of Revclation, and favoured onely the 
things of the fich. Our Separatifts (che better Ey of them) havefaid, that 
the differences até fo {malt between themfelves arid us, that they can for a need, 
come to oar Churches, partake in the Sacraments,’ and hold communion with 
us asthe Churches óf Chrift; sc: Blit i fo , how then dare they ſeparate: and 
intertreddle with every buſineſs, ‘ that they may havefome ſpecious pretence 


for it?” Turks wonder ac Exghsp for cutting or pinking their cloaths, ccunting

The Header 
were Very cruel to their {ervants ; putting an engine about their necks (called 
mavoinomy ) and it reached down to their hands, that they might not fo much “a6 
lick offthe meal when they were fifting it. Thefe poor ſervants were in wore 
cafe than che Jews Oxen, 1 Cor.

In the heart of the vileft perlon we may 
ſce, as in a mirrour, our own evil hearts. For as there were many Mariin one 
Cafar, ſo are there many Cains and Fudaffes in the beſt of us. And as that firft 
Chaos had the feed of all Creatures, and wanted only the Spirits motion tQ 
. bring them forth, Ges. 1. 1, 2. fothere is a manegue, 4 common ſced- plot of fin 
in us all: there wants but the warmth and watering of Satans temptations td 
make it bud, Ezek. 7. 10. And though there were no Devil, yet our naughty na- 
ture would act Satans part againſt itfelf: it would have a ſupply of wickednefs,. 
Cas a Serpent hath Boyer) rom it ſelf: It hath a ſpring to feed it. Hence our 
Saviour chargeth his own Difciples to take heed of ſurfetting, drunkennefs, and 
diftra&ing carefulnefs, Luke 21. 34. ( who would ever have luſpected ſuch 
monſters to lurk in fuch holy boſomes?) And Saint Pas? faw cauſe to warn. fo 
pure a foulas young Timothy to fly youthly luſts, and to exhort the younger 
women with chaſtity: thereby intimating, that whiles he was exhorting them to 
chaſtity, ſome impure motion might ſteal upon him unawares. Corruption in 
the beſt will have ſome flurts. 

Verl. 20. Hell and deſt ruction are never fatisfied ] Hell and the Grave haye 
their name in Hebrew from their anſati ij ableneſſo, being alwayes craving more 
and that with aſſiduity and importunity. And this fitly follows upon the former 
verſe (as Aben-Exra well obſerveth) that men may be frighted by the remem- 
brance of Hells wide mouth gaping for them, from following the bent of their 
finful natures : and that thoſe that here have never enough, fhall once have fire 
enough in the bottome of hell, ö . 

So the eyes of men are never fatisfied J That is, their luſts, their carnal concupi- 
ſcence: to feck to ſatisfie it isan endleſſe peece of buſineſſe, Quecunque vider o- 
culus, e omnia de ſiderat avarus, faith Bafil, the covetous man hankereth after all 
that he beholdeth, the curſe of unfatisfiableneffe lies heavie upon him: His dea 
ſire is a fire, riches are fuel, which fecm to flakethe fire, but indeed they en- 
creaſe it. He that loveth filver fhall never be ſatisfied with filver, Ecelef, 5. 30. 
No more fhall he that loveth honour, pleaſure, &c. Earthly things cannot fo fill 
the heart, but ftill it would have more things in number, and otherwife for 
manner.

But what a great husband (perhaps too great) was Lewis the eleventh of 
France, ot whom yee fhall find inthe chamber of accounts a reckoning of 
two fhillings for new flcevesto his old dublet, and three balf-pence for liquor to 

ceaſe his boots? Anno 1461. Pertinax the Emperour alfo was a fingular good 

husband :for the which, as the rich gallants derided him, ſo others of us, Qui- 
bus virt us luxur ia pot ior, lawdabamuss who prized Vertue aboue Luxury, com- 
mended it in him, faith Dis the Hiſtorian, who writes his life.

Becanfe the Sun hath looked upon mee] By Sus here fome have under ſtood the 
Sun of Righteouſneſs, whom wher the Church looks intently upon, fhee is 
bedazled , and fees her own nothingnefs, in comparifon of his incomparable 
brightnefs. Others by San here will have original finto bee meant; which in- 
deed hath brought the blackneſs of darknefs upon the fpirit of our minds, and 


bored out the eye of our underftandings. The fame Original pravity they un- 


derftand by the following words, Soss of the fame Mother, and by being 
kindled with wrath, they underftand fin encreafing and raging as it were; 
And by appointing the Church to keep other Vineyards, they underſtand the 
committing of the works of the fleſh, and the deeds of darknefs, with which 
fhee was as ic were holden, fo that fhee could do nothing elfe, till the Lord had 
loofed her out of thefe chains. But they do beft that by Sun in this place un- 
derftand the heat of perfecution, and che parching of oppreffion, according 
to Mat. 13. 6, 21. Lam. I. 6, 13, 14, &c. What Bonefires were here made 
in Queen Maries daics, burning the dear Saints of God to a black coal, 
lighting them up for ta pers in a dark night, as they did in Neroes daies ? 
After Phn Huſſe was burnt, his adverſaries got his heart, which was left 
untouched by the fire, and beat it with their ftaves. The ſtory of the Mac- 
cabees perſecutions prophecied of Pan. 11. 36, and recorded, Heb. 11. 35. 
to the end, is exceeding lamentable. Oppoſition is (as Calvin wrote to the 
French King) Evangelii Genius, and Ecclefia eff bares crucis, faith Luther, 
ae eg 1115 ae for its inheritance. All al live godly iu 
Chrift Jefas (if they bee ſet upon it fo todo) ſhall fuffer perfecmtion, there is 
no avoiding of it, 2 Tim, 3. <i When PRAM came to K wilde Beafts, 
New, faith hee, I begin to bee a Chriftian, and not till now. That Chriſtian, 
faith Mr. Bradferd, hath not yet learnt his ABC in Chriſtianity, that bath 
not learned the leffon of the Croſs, &c. Omnis Chrifianus Crucianus. This 
the worldling cannot away with: and although he make a fair fhewin the flefh, 
or fet a good face on it (asthe word fignifies) as if hee had fet his face toward 
Sion, yet when it comes to a matter of ſuffering, hee tumbles at the Croſs, 
and falls backwards: hee will not ſuffer perſecution for the Croſs of Chriſt,

fame, their Anceftours Ordinances, and their fingular ſucceſs. The Papiſts 

have the like Arguments for proof of their Church.

Andasthat Angel chat 
appeared to Manoah, by alcending up in the flame of the Altar, is ſaid to do 
wondroully, Fudg. 13. 19, 20. So do the Saints by their daily devotions, as 
fo many pillars of {moke, elationibus fami, alpiring to eternity, and coming 
up, (as Cornelis his prayers: and alms did) for a memorial before God, Act. 
10. 4. And albeit their beft performances are as {moke, black and footy in 
regard of infirmities drid imperfections, yet they have a principle in chem to 
carry them upward é they have allo the High-Prieft of the New Teftament, 
notto prefent them onely, but to perfume and becenfe them, as it is here, 
with myrrhe and frankincenfe, and ſweeteſt powders of the {f Pice-merchant » 
that is, with the merit and mediation of his own moft precious paffion, Heb.

21. whom hee pittied as a telf-deccivers like as 
wee pitty moderate and devout Papifts. In Chrifts Garden, as there is no 
ground but what is {pecial good, fet apart for the purpofe, fit for him to fit 
and walk in for his recreation, (My Well-Beloved hath his Orchard in a 
very fruitful hill, in a cornu- copia Country) fo it is furnifhed and filled with 
the choiceft fruits and flowers, plants ot rencwn, and pleafant trees, yeelding 
fruit according to their kind; and though all cannot bear Cinnamon and Bal- 
fam, yer (as in Spain there is ſaid to bee gibi! inf ructuoſum, nihil ſterile, no- 
thing barren or unfruitful, fo) all that are plant ed in the honfe of the Lord 5 
do flouriſb in the Courts of our God, they do frill bring forth fruit in old age, they 
are fat and floarifhingy Plal. 92. 13, 14. they are both atiwofi, and Frudiuoſi, 
2 Pet. 1. 8. neither barren nor untruittul in the knowledge of our Lord Je- 
{us Chrift. Aud indecd how can it bee otherwife with Gods Garden, when 
as hee himfelf keeps it, and watereth it every moment, left any hurt it, hee 
kecpeth it night and day, Z/a 27. 3. God fenceth it with his Omnipotent arm, 
keepeth it from the wilde Boar, and other devoratory evils (as Tertullian phra- 
feth ic) better than the Garden of Eden was kept with the flaming Sword. 
And whercas the Churchmay ſeem to lyeopen to all incurfions, this verſe 
fhews that it hath a Wek within it, anda sall without it: Vea himfelf isa 
Wall of fire round about Jerufalem, Zach. 2. 5. in allufion to the cuſtome of 
thofe Eaft-countries, where, by reafon of the great number of wildc-beafts , 
fhepherds and travellers guard themſelves by making great fires round about 

their night-lodgings to keep oft their approach. 

A [pring ſhut up, a fountain ſealed] A preciouſly- purling current of 
{pring of water, whofe waters fail not, if, 58. 11. and whereof 
drinketh fhal] never thirft, 70h 4.14. For which end it is carefully fhut up, 
nay ſcaled, that the ranger meddle not with his joy, and thatthe envious man 
ſtop not up this well-{pring with earth, as the Philiſtims ſerved Iſaac: ox caſt 
baggs of poifon into it, as the ſpightſul Jews did once in this Kingdome; and 
were therefore banithed hence for cver. It was wittily faid of Polydor Virgil, Reg- 
num Anglie, Regnum Dei, the Kingdome of England, is the Kingdome of 
God. Hee meant, becaufe God ſcemed to take ſpecial care of it, as having 
walled it about with the Ocean, and watered it with the upper and nether 
ſprings; like that Land which Caleb gave his daughter: Hence it was called 
Albion qraf Olbion, the happy Country: whofe vallies are like Eden, (faith 
our Englifb Chronicler ) whofe hills are as Lebanon, whofe {prings are as Pif- 
gah, whole Rivers are as Jordan, whofe walls is the Ocean, and whofe de- 
fence isthe Lord Febovab: Forraign writers have tearmed our Country the 
Granary of the Western world, the fortunate Iſland the Paradiſe of plealure, 
and Garden of God. All this may much more fitly bee applied to the Ca- 
tholick Church. It Fades were called the glorious Land, becauſe of Gods pre- 
fence there, Dan. 11. and an Iſlard (though part of the continent) becauſe 
ſurrounded with Gods powerful protection, Ifa. 30. 6. and the Common- 
wealth of /frae/, Otongartia, by Fofephus, a Godlike polity, what fhall wee 
think of that Fersfalem above, that ia the Mother of us all? of thoſe ſealed Saints, 
Rev, 74354. this fealed fountain, ſealed up, as to keep it filth-frce, that no 
Camels ftir up the mud, nor great Hee-goats foul it with their feet, Ezek, 
34-18. fo to denote an excellency (as Ife, 28.25. hordeum figratum, is put 
for excellent Barly) and a propriety, 2 Cor. 1. 22. who bath alfo ſealed us, and 
given the carneft of the Spirit i our hearts. Like as the Merchant fets his feal 
up n his goods, and marks them for his own.

> ie felf, whichis aureus quantivis precii libellus, worth its weight 
in gold. A great roll or volume it is called, chap. 8.6. becauſe 
itis Mag num in por vo, machina little; and is faid there to be ten with « mans pen, 
that is, plainly and per ſpicuouſiy: fo little reafon was there that fobs Hafelbach, Pro- 
feffor at Vienna, fhould'tead twenty and one years to his Auditors upon this firft chapter 
only, and yet not finifh it. I confeſs there is no Propheſie buchathics obſcurity ( the pi- 
Qure of Propbeſie is Gid to bang in the Popes Library like a Matron with her eyes co- 
vered ) and Ferom ſaith that this of /faiah containeth all Rhetorick, Erhicks and Theologie. 
But, if Brevity and Suavity (which Fulgentins maketh to be the greateſt graces of a fen - 
tence) if Eloquence of ftile and Evidence of Vifion may carry it withthe Reader, bere 
they are eminently met in this Seraphical Orator; of whom we may far better fay then 
the learned Critick doth of Livy, Non sta copioſus st nimius , neg, ita ſaavis ut lafcivus, 
nec adeò lenis ut remiſſai: nos fic triſtis ut horridus; neg, ita fimplex ut nudus; aut 
adeb comptus ut affettata compefitione calamiſtris videatur inaſi us.

Divines obſerve . that God here theweth Ezekiel a new 
Temple bigger then the old Jerufalem, and a new feru/alems bigger then all the land 
of Canaan: (yea according to the account of ſome learned Rebbixes) bigger then 
all the world; for chap. 48. 35 · it was round about cighten thonſand meaſures, i. e 
liucas {ay they. Now in opening of this Prophecy, it muĝ not be expected that 
fomething fhould be faid to every verfe, as elfewhere hath been done: and yet we 
muft know that there is nothing in holy Scripture that is not ufeful and profitable 
2 Tim. 3. 16. though at firſt fight it may ſeem otherwiſe. Metals lye hid in hard- 
eft quarries: wholefome herbes are found oft in rougheſt places, and precious ſtones 
in barren fands. Hippocrates faith that in the faculty of Phyfick there is notbing 
fmall, nothing contemptible. Ariffor/e faith in all nature nothing is fo mean, vile 
and abject, that deferveth not to be admired. The Rabbines have a faying chat there 
is a mountain of ſenſe hangeth upon every Apex of the Word of God, cc.

Cicero faith of Caro, that whereas he nnderwen: the enmities of many potent pers 
Splendida fons, and ſuffered no little bardfhip all his time, yet was he one of thoſe few who li- 
peccata. vedanddjedwithglory. How much moretruely might all cbis be affirmed of Daniel 
the Prophet, then of Cato the Cenſor ? all whofe virtuts were but g/ifring fins 

and all whofe praife-wortby parts and pract iſes were but einc kling cymbals, in come 
parifon? Daniel's whole life was a kind of Heaven, adorned with moft ra diant fars 
Skt: seneni: of divine virtues. And although we cannot 1 him, as Aleander of Hales did 
Bib. Sand. of his {cholar Bonavaxture in an Hyperbolical Atain, that Adam ſee med to him not 
lib. 4. to ha ve finned in Bonavanturs: fuch was his lar ctity and knowledge: yet, with 
more colour of truth, might the like be faid of Dan‘el, the Jews Jewel, and the 

Tosthel. Worlds darl.ng. He wrot this Book part of icin Hit htm, and part in Chaldis; all 
in a fhort but grave ſtile, evident and elegant, being @ divine Polychronicon to the 

worlds end, or (as One calleth it) the dpocalyp/e of the Old Teſtament.

Godly he was betimes, 

and of achilde, as was allo bis Matter Peremy (in whofe works he was well read, 

Dan. 9. 2.) Samael, Timothy, Athanafins, Beza who (among many other 

things) bleſſed God chiefly for this in his laft will and Feftament, tbat at the age of 

fixceen years, He had called him to the knowledge of che truth. Daniel had this 

pe vite gn Pappineffe at twelve or thirteen: neither was he like rath-rips fruit that are fcon 
obitu Sang. rotten (Hermogenes was old in his childhood, and a childe in his old age) but al- 
though he lived 110 years, as Iſider teckoneth, fome fay 130, yet he was bef av 

laſt, and may very well paffe for a Martyr, though he came again ſafe out of the 

Lions den, like as Fehn the Evangelift alfo did out of the caldron of ſcalding oyle, 

wherein he was calt by the command of Domitian, in contempt of Chriftiahity. 

Daniil piety appearech inthis, that he maketh confcience of fmaller evils alfo, fach 
as moſt men in his cafe would never have boggled at. He wonld not defile bimfelf 

with the partion of the Kings meat : he ſcrupſed the eating of it, and why ? 1. Becanfe 

it was often fuch as was forbidden by the Law uf God, Lewit.t1, Dear. tq, 2. Bes 

Inte chan cule it was fo ufed, as would defile him and his fellows, againft the Word of God: 
fuabcbebane forthe Heathens (co the thame of many Chriſtiant) had their Grace afore meat, as 
prothymata,& it were, confecrating their difhes to their Idols before they tafted of them, Dav. 5. 
laudabant deos 4. 1 Cor. 8. 10. 3. They could not do it withour offence to their weaker bre- 
fuos. Jun. thren,with whom they chofe rather to ſympathize intheir adverſity, then to live in ex- 
ce ſſe and fulneſſe, Ams: 6.6. 4. They well perceived that the Kings Love and provi- 

fions were not ſingle and ſincere, but that he meant his own profit, to aſſure him- 

felf the berter of the lahd of Jwdah, and that they might forget their Religion. 

Laftly, They kaow that intemperance was the mother of many mifchiefs, as in Adam, 

Efan, ther.ch glutton, & c. That’s a memorable ſtory that is recorded by 17idians 

Scbickerd concerning eleven Jew doctors whom the Heathen King of Pirgandy ha- 

Schickard. ving in his power, put them to this bard choice, either to eat ſwines. fleſh, or to 
Jus reg. hebr. drink wine that bad been confecrated to idols, or to lie with certainharlots. They

had drunk wine liberally, they were eafily drawn to do the other two things alio.
